What about wages? 
Wages have risen steadily for five. 
years. Before the strike which be 
gan on January 21 in ten of our 
plants and which has choked off 
nearly all farm m achinery produc­ 
tion, earnings of employee of these 
plants averaged $1.15*ti an hour, 
not including any overtim e. T he 
Union dem anded a 34 cents per 
hour increase and a G overnm ent 
board has now recommended a 
K neral increase of 18 cents an 
ur, which would make average 
earnings $1.33H an hour. Weekly 
average would be $53.40. 


What about materials? 
N o one seems to know how high 
m aterials costs will go. T he G ov­ 
ernment has increased steel prices 
as much as $12.00 a ton, with an 
average increase for all grades of 
8.2% . Steel is the most im portant 
m aterial we buy, but prices on 
Other m aterials are also increasing. 


What about prices? 
There has been no general increase 
in our prices since, they uwrv frozen 
by the Government in early 1942. 
Sfince then a few small increases 
have been allowed where particu­ 
lar machines were substantially 
changed in design. 


What about profits? 
R isk is part of the American profit 
and loss system, so we do not, of 
course, ask either our customers 
or the Governm ent to guarantee 
th a t we can be certain of profits 
______________ 
P« 
each year. The chart tells the 
story of our profits during the war. 
A lth o u g h H a rv e ste r produced 
more goods than ever before, it 
had no desire to get rich out of war, 
so our rate of profit has steadily 
gone idown. W hat our 1946 profit 
will be is extremely uncertain. 


What is the next step? 
As you can sec, our present situ­ 
ation is th at with frozen prices 
and declining profits, we are asked 
to pay higher materials costs and 
to make the biggest wage increase 
in the history of the Company. 
Can we do this? 
W ages and m aterials consume 
all but a few cents of every dollar 
we take in. If our prices continue 
frozen, and cost of wages and

What about future prices on 
farm machinery? 
The judgm ent of H arvester’s m an­ 
agem ent now is th a t we cannot safe­ 
ly make the huge wage increase 
recommended by the Governm ent 
until the Governm ent authorizes 
adequate increases in the prices 
of farm m achinery to cover the 
resulting increased costs. 
T h at is not a judgm ent that 
makes us happy.
